Better, for the tame spirit that will not 
putimit to laws and let oth- r people's business 
alone, will create other, rebellious. It wili 
soon liud some-t tUl g else to abolish worse than 
slavery.

Tho Investigation into the Treasury 
l>i purtment at Wa»liiuglou— The Fe- 
male Clerk System. 

The Washington correspoadsut of the Naw 
York News thus writes : 

Tho war now absorbs everything elso, and 
it Is fortunate for at least one person that it 
docs ; I mean Mr. Cbase, Secretary of the 
Treasury. The Investigations of the Congres- 
sional Committee into tbe nlTaira of the Treas- 
ury Department, If they do not find any kinks 
or leaks iu the financial affairs, will certainly 
develop a grfut leak in the moral affiirs ot the 
concern. The lady clerk employees will cer- 
Uiialy bring Mr. Chase to grief. I understand 
the Committee have brought to light one of 
the most stupandon3 and infamous systems of 
immoral conduct, to say the least, ever known 
in public affairs. CoEgreFsmen, gray-headed 
officials, Government contractors, are all 
brought to the surface, acd corruption, v^nal, 
vile, damning corruption, stare us Blark in 
the face. 

The adoption of the system of employing 
female tlerks in the Treasury Department wan 
designed to give employment to the widows, 
and daughters of those men who served their 
country on the battle- li -id and fell io its de- 
fense.

Fancy for a moment a female getting a 
salary of «$500 per annum wearing $450 of 
jewels', as has been aad Is the fact in Mr. 
Chase's department. 

I only wiob the Congressional Committee 
would hurry up and make public their de- 
velopments, and I will venture an opinion if 
there is an honest, moral man in Congress, 
there will be several resolutions offered to ex- 
pel some of the debauchees that now uist,riee 
that body.

Bexcuek's Estimate cf the Puritans. 
Road Beccher's estimate of the Puritans, from 
bis sermon published April Slit. It is point- 
ed, and contains much that is true: 

Let us eo back now to the other view— the 
view which we adopt. Who and what were 
the Pharisees? It was they that brought this 
condemnatiou upon themselves. They were 
In some respects the beet ptrt of the Jews. 
They were the J ews par excellence. They were 
the men tbat were most offended at the Idol- 
atry and the laxuess in the religions tenden- 
cies of the see. They were the men that un- 
dertook to reform. They w^re the progress- 
ives, the radicals. They were the Puritans of 
the Jew". They stood ia the relation of ex- 
cessive religiousness. But, with all national 
feeling, and sectarian feeliBg, and reformatory 
feeling, they were men of an intense arrogance 
of disposition, of an intense spiritual pride, 
and of an Intense spiritual BeltisLncsii. The 
element of self was so* strong In them that it 
governed and guided every thing else. They 
were hard in their natures. They were so 
completely warped and biased as to have per- 
verted their moral constitution, so that it was. 
no longer an interpreter of right and wrong. 
Their susceptibilities had ceased, apparently, 
to be natural aud wholesome. They were 
dead. They were men tbat, while they had a 
certain conscience for fierceness, had no con- 
science for purity, for peace, for true piety.

industry. We are, therefore, still far from 
doubting our ability to pay all we now owe 
and a great deal more, if the National Leg 
!v«_J lr " on ^ displays common sensc,and ev«n 
third-rate business capacitv. But if anything 
could lead us to fear a financial crash It woeld 
be such bits of legislation as the resolutions 
adoing fifty per cent, to the Import duties for 
sixty days, without even two days' notice to 
the public There is hardly a single rule of 
taxation which this does not violate. There 
is a suddenness and enprieiousuess about it 
whtch eutitlea it rather to be classed amongst 
the means of raising revenue resorted to by 
Turkish pachas thau those of an enllght 
ened constitutional government. It de- 
ranges the whole course of foreiam trad 
without the slightest warning; destroys the 
calculations of all those who have already 
sent their orders abroad, as well as of those 
who have cargoes on the way home ; fills the 
minds of home dealers with coafusion and 
uncertainty as to the stock they have on hand 
leaves them totally unable to decide what they 
had better ask for if, or when, or on what 
terms they can renew it ; and what is worse 
than all this, it fills tho whole community with 
apprehension and doubt about tbe future— a 
feeling which does more than any other to 
paralyse industry j for there is no telling what 
freak a body which has been guilty of this one 
will be guilty of next. In abort, these reso- 
lutions bring in a Btate cf things bearing the 
closest resemblance to the rule of a military 
dictator given to raising forced loans by tits 
and atarts. 

And what is all this for? Why, to lower tho 
price of gold and sustain the Government 
credit, as if uncertainty was not the great de- 
predator of the Government paper, or, as if 
the price of gold could ba sustained by acts 
which deranged industry and threw the whole 
commercial world Into contusion. Fifty per 
c;nt. extra suddenly imposed on all imports 
relieves noboiy, helps nobody, acd damages 
the nation and tho Government ia estate aad 
reputation. 

H it had been imposed on luxuries, silks, 
wines and jewelry, there would have been 
some excuse lor it; but imposed on every- 
thing, it doubles the priee of tea, coffee and 
sugar, and a variety of other necessaries to 
the poor, both by shutting out foreign pro- 
ducts and by compelling home producers to 
raise their prices as a meacure of precaution, 
not knowing what will come next. More- 
over, the Government not only reaps 
do advantage from it, but leses heav 
ily. Fifty per cent. added to the 
existing tariff is a prohibitory fc>x, 
and will stap importation, thus causing the 
loss ol some millions of duties. And it will 
certainly, along with such acts as the payment 
of the New York State interest in greenback.-", 
help to damage the National credit in the eyes 
Of foreign capitalists ; for who can trust a na- 
tion whose finances are In the hands of meu 
who double taxation without notice for a term 
of sixty days ? In what civilized country was 
such a thing ever heard of? 

The end ot this session of Congress is clear- 
ly to be in keeping with the beginning. They 
passed three months makiBg bnucomb 
speeches about the origin of the war, and pass 
ing vain resolutions against traitors, totally 
neglecting the financial situation, perilous as 
it was, in spite of the entreaties ot the prese 
and the public. It was ouly when gold had 
reached ISO, and people begau to talk ol 
national bankruptcy, that it took the alarm, 
and uow, as might htve been expected, it is 
legislating in a panic upon a subject which, ol 
all others, most 
deliberation.

"Sir: I here send you a copy of a resolution 
which passed the Honse ot Representatives on 
the 4:h inst. by a unanimous vote, and which 
declares the opposition of that body to a 
recoenitloa of a monarchy In Mexico. Mr. 
Godfrey has lost no time ia asku _r an explana- 
tion of this proceeding. It is hardly necessary 
after what I have heretofore written with per- 
fect candor for the information of Francs, to 
say that this resolution truly interprets the 
unanimous sentiment of the people of the 
United States In regard to Mexico. It is, how- 
ever, another and distinct question whether 
thfrUnited States wonld thins it necessary or 
proper to express themselves in the form 
adopted by the House of ReDresentatives 
at tbis time. This is a practical and merely 
executive question, and the decision of it con- 
stitutionally belongs not to the Honse of Rep- 
resentatives, nor even to Congress, but to the 
President of the United Status. You will of 
course take notice that the declaration made 
y the House of Representatives is in the form 
if a joint resolution, which, before it can ac- 
quire the character of a legislative act. must 
receive — lirst, the concurrence of the Senate;

Early Sheep SHEARiNei -Wasding —No real 
lover of his flock drives his sheep to tho wash- 
ing whhoat a feeling akin to remorse. He 
would not do it were it not tbat ha brieves 
that the market demands wool washed on the 
back. Though it is true that washed wools 
sell more reaaily.yet in t imes like tlieae, where 
any and all w^ols are quickly taken up, an 
opportunity lor reform is offered which m^'bt 
not to be overlooked. Sheep which are t> be 
washed ongbt not to ba sheared brifore nculed 
warm weather. Iu B my reasons this will not 
conKi before tha last of June. They are then 
in much less dagger of taking cold nu ' receiv- 
ing permanent iijury. Thty ouct.t to be 
washed only ia water whicu is to warm 
that the watchers do not find it un- 
comfortable: to stand In it with the sheep. 
The shock to tbe flock, of the immer- 
sion in cold water aud being sub** <i'i.-utly ex- 
posed to raw winds — followed by being re- 
duced to a state of absolute nakedness, is suf- 
ficient cime to account for "snuul.'s" and 
prevalent lung diibVulties. Th.- rule in re- 
gard to washing is to wash as little as pdsMhle; 
but even tbis involves the necessity of ihor- 
< iQflilj wetting the entire fljeee. It is a great 
object to have the sheep sheared as cany as 
they cin be, and fully a* month may be gained 
it tney arc shorn witbon: washing. Tbe fleece 
starts better, the sheep seem actually bene- 
fited, we*.kly ones otten brighten up and do 
wel 1 , and all are in much better condition to 
bear tnc autumnal storm?, which often come 
before the il wks are sufficiently clad to bear 
th* change welL Contagious diseases are not 
uc frequently communicated by farmers using 
the same washing pens with the 
widen may be unavoidable. 

If the sheep be Bhorn uawasheJ, particular 
care should ho taken to Lavs them all well 
tagged, aud nil dirt removed which is uot too 
thoroughly incori*oraled with the fleece. The 
discount of one third in price for unwashed 
wool is not fair, yet the farmer may well sub- 
mit to it for th-j -advantage his tloak gains, if 
it be a valuable one, kuowlag that like other 
abuses ir, will be corrected by time. Sheep 
should be sLe.ru on smooth, clean tliors, by 
careful, humane, qu:ek, experienced men.

ME. D4TTON TO MR. SEWARD. 

(Extract.] 

" Paris, April 22, lSfr*. 
"I visited Mr. D.-oaya De L'Huys 
day, at tbe Department of Foreign _ 
The first words he addressed to me on enter- 
ing the room were, ' Do you bring us peace, 
or bring us war?' i asked him to what ha 
referred, aud he said he referred more im- 
mediately to the resolutions recently passed 
by Congrats in reference la the inva- 
sion of Mexico by the French, aad the es- 
tablishment of Maximilian upon the throne of 
the country. I raplied thit I did not think 
France had a right to infer that wa were *boui 
to make war against her on ace aunt of any- 
thing contained in the resolution; that they 
embodied nothing more than had been con- 
stantly held out to the Freuch Government 
from the beginning; that I had always repre- 
sented to the Government hi re that any action 
upon their part, interfering with the form of 
government of Mexico, would be looked 
upon with dissatisfaction in our country, and 
they could not expect us to be in haste to 
acknowledge a monarchical Government, 
built upon the foundation of a republic which 
w is our next neighbor; that I had reason to 
believe you bad held the sam* Langu-ige to 
the Freuch Minister in the United Suites. 
This allegation he did not seem to deny, bnt 
obviously received the resolution in question 
as a serious step upon onr part, and I am told 
tbat leading Secessionists* have built largely 
up u these resolutions as a nicnna of foment- 
ing 111 feeling between thii country aud our- 
selves. Mr. Mason and bis Secretary have 
gone to Brussels to confer with Mr. Dudley 
who is their Commissioner at that 
Mr. Slidel!, it is said, was to have 
gone to Anstria, although be bos nit got off.

BrcKwHEAT Unfit for Sheep.— Mr. Ja 
U. Peck, cf xMbury, C. W 
to the Canada Firmer 

Ia the fall of 1862 we went into winter 
.[airtcra w.th forty eight French and Spanish 
Merino sheep acd ten commou grade sheep, 
all of which were ui good (3tore) condition. 
We kept them in the basement story of a barn 
4S by 5o feet, which was very comfortable, 
with good racks, «Vc. Ia the early part el in* 
winter we fed pea straw and corn stalks and 
having over four hundred bushels of buck- 
wheat to thrash in that barn, about midwin- 
ter we commenced thrashing it a.ta the Atil; 
and, as feed was supp/tsed to be very scarce, we 
thought it necessary to save every ounce of 
iced, and therefore began feeding buckwheat 
straw, and occasionally we would aaaj stalks 
and pea straw; but our sheep would leave 
both and eat buckwheat straw in preference 
Consequently wo gave our sheep what buck- 
wheat straw and chaff they could eat tor aix 
or tight week*; and during this period all 
seemed right until the tine warm days ia 
April, when we found one sheep aiier another 
wonld leave the tl ;-.k aad appear stupid, not 
appearing to recognize the fljck or anything 
else; and, perhaps, the next day we wonld fiaa 
one dead and tnea another, and so on. It now 
became necessary to ascertain what the rHsiasin 
was, and I consulted Yon tit on Sheep, R. L. 
AUen'a Diseases of Animals, bnt could riidno 
light thrown on the matter. We did not know 
what treatment to follow. Tbe sheep were 
getting worse every day. Nearly all the flock 
sbowed signs ot the malady. They became 
bloody about the forehead and neck, the wool 
and skin having been rubbed from their necks, 
foreheads and legs. One of the sheep rubbed 
so close as to spoil the sight of one eye. They 
kept dying one after another in this way until 
we bad lost twenty- *.hree ef the Merinos, and 
nioe eut off ten of the grades. We now chang- 
ed our teed to carrots and turnips, and gave 
frequently plenty of salt and sulphur, aad 
with s good deal of care and trouble we saved 
the balance of the flock; bnt they did not en- 
tirely recover from the malady until i 
first of July.— [Genesee Farmer.

£h:otino Affair at Exchange Barracks. 
Yesterday morning Miles Cole, who Is on duty 
at Exchange Barracks, was shot and severely, 
though cot dangerously, wounded, by Csptein 
Bfnj. Tucker, of the Twenty-second Massa- 
chusetts volunteers. The Captain had arrived 
in the city with a squad of men who were to 
be placed in a room at tbe Exchange Birracks 
In ascending the steps he met Cole coming 
down, and taking him to be one of his men, 
he ordered him back Into the room. Cole re- 
plied that he was on detached duty, and wished 
to go down stairs, as be had business to at- 
tend to. The Captain drew his pistol, and as 
Cole stepped back he fired, tbe ball entering 
just below tbe eye and comingout back of the 
ear. So close was the Captain when he fired, 
that the face of Cole was buined by the pow- 
der. 

Another account states that when the Cap- 
tain ordered Cole back the latter commenc" 
ed abnsing the Captain, and threatened to whip 
him, attempting at the same time to pass. We 
did not leans what regiment Cole belonged to. 
Cap'alo Tucker, we are informed, was placed 
under arrest, and the case will be thoroughly 
investigated. The men the Captain wae bring 
ing with him from the East, were, we are In- 
formed , conscripts and substitute?. On the 
way he had had a great deal of trouble with 
them, and a number had made their escape. 
Two of the number in attemptine to make 
their escape were shot, one at Cincinnati and 
the other at a point which we did not learr. 
Owing to this fact, and the Impression that 
Cole was one of his men attempting to make 
his escape, caused the Captain to fire. As the 
case is to be investigated we refrain from 
making sny comments, but merely give the 
facts a3 related to us.

Washington, May 20. 
SENATE. 

Mr. JohaeoD offered a resolution of inquiry, 
calling on the President for information aa to 
the delivery of Senor Argulls to the Spanisl 
authoriti€(«. 

The resolution was ordered to be printed. 
HOUSE. 

Mr. Washburne, of Illinois, from the com 
raittee on commerce asked leave to report a 
bill sppropriatinR $200,000 for the preserva- 
tion and revair of the public works on the 
l:ike«, and 100,000 for similar purposes on the 
sea coast. 

Mr. Washburne said that in tbe present con 
dltlon of the country the committee would 
not report any general river and harbor bill 
but they considered that it was necessary that 
the appropriation proposed should be made, 
In order to save tbe works from destruction. 
Thin was all which could now be accomplished 
He desired that the bill should be printed and 
called up on a future occasion. 

Mr. Stevens objected, unless the bill should 
be corsidered in th* committee of the whole 
on the state of the Union. 

Mr. Washburne gave notice that he would 
move for a suspension of the rules to intro- 
duce it next Monday. 

The House then resumed the consideration 
of the reciprocity question. 

Mr. Powell offered a resolution characteriz- 
ing the act of the administration in suppress- 
ing the publicitioo of the World and Journal 
of Commerce as a violatiou of the constitu- 
tion. 

The resolution was ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Fessenden from the committee on Fi 
nance, reported the legislation, executive and 
diplomttie appropriation bill with the disa- 
greement of the House thereto. 

He moved the Senate adhere to its position, 
and acceed to a Committee of Conference to 
he appointed by the Chair, which was agreed 
to. 

Mr. Baxter, of Vermont, proceeded to show 
that the term cilled reciprocity as applied to 
the treaty Is a misiomer. No mutual rights 
are given to the United States by the British 
Province, and the treaty should be abrogated. 

Mr. Allen opposed abrogation. With the 
Mississippi and St. Liwrance closed against 
the west, the railrotd and canals would com- 
pel agriculturalists to transport their products 
to market, to pay just such tribute as they 
mav exact, 

Mr. Sweat, of Maine, said we can succeed 
better while the treaty is alive than if lt were 
dead. The treaty is not what it should be, but 
it can be amended. It was beneficial to flshe- 
riee and ship builders' interests, and it would 
be better lo reviss than to abrogate it alto- 
gether. 

Mr. Davis, of Maryland, argued that a com- 
mercial treaty of this kind is a direct invasion 
of the constitutional prerogative of Congress 
to regulate commerce with foreign nations. 
Trede should be subjected to taxation as far 
as our interests are concjrned. 

Among other reasons, he opposed the treaty 
becmse the reciprocity between the United 
States and Canada was the last remnant of 
degeneracy, and of free tr.ide. which was bene- 
Ucial to fordijners and hurtful to us. 

Mr. Li'.tlejohn, of New York, said when we 
are overburdened with taxation to carry on an 
internal war, it becirae wise for a statesman 
to promote the prosperity of the people in 
every department. 

He entered his protest against the abroga- 
tion of tbe treaty, which has during ita exist- 
ence been vastly beneficial to the inhabitants 
on our borders. 

He was in favor of appointing commission- 
ers in order to make a more perfect treaty of 
reciprocity, and he trusted that tbe House 
would not consent to the camplete abroga- 
tion, 

Mr. Morrill afterward said there was not a 
single gentleman who has addressed the 
House, who does not admit at tbe outset that 
»he treaty operates injuriously to the United 

States. 

Mr. Washburn was in favor of abrogating 
the treaty, and said. If Oreat Britain gets the 
benefit oi it \cl her herself lorm arrange- 
ments. 

Mr. Ward, of New York, who reported the 
joint resolution closed the deb ;t", 

Tbe House first voted on the amendment of 
Mr. Arnold, namely: authorizing the Presi- 
dent, by and with advice and consent of the 
Senaic, to appoint three commissioners, to 
confer with a like number of commissioners, 
hereby authorized by the British Government 
to negotiate a new treaty, based ou true prin- 
ciples of reciprocity between the two Govern- 
ments, with a vl"w of enlarging the urns of 
tbr> present treaty, and lor removing txisting 
difficulties, provided that in cise one shall not 
he a«Mi to by both Governments, then the 
President shall give notice lor their termina- 
tion, according to provisions of the present 
treaty. This was disagreed to. 

The House then voted on Mr. Morril'a sub- 
stitute, namely: authorizing and requesting 
t ie President to give the stiputed notice for 
the ternj'rstion of the treaty. This was also 
rejected.' 

There could be no good cause for offense in 
giving the notice for the abrogation of the 
treaty, because such notice is provided for in 
the treaty Itself. He was more than •. ver con- 
vinced that there is not a single interest which 
it bent tlied or caube benefitted bv the treaty. 

The House passed the Senate "bill for the 
payment ot claims of Peruvian cit ! zen», under 
convention wilh Peru. Adjourned. 

Cairo, May 2G. 

The steamer Atlantic from Ntw Orleans 
21st, and Memphis 25.b, arrived with 223 tales 
of cotton tor St. L-mis.

In moving serosa the country, on his retreat 
from Alextndris, Binks left Rud river at Fort 
Du Rusee, struck for Samsport, when he 
crossed at Chief B:.y; then marched to Forgin- 
aa, on the Mississippi. 

A. J. Smith's Command also marched to 
Samsport, there exabarked on transports. 

A naval officer who left Pensacola on tbe 
15. h, says a report just reached there of an- 
other mutiny in garreon on Fort Morgan, Mo- 
bile. No particulars. 

The New Orleans True Delta of the 21st 
has the following from Mexico: 

The steamer Mary arrived hist night, bring- 
ing one hundred and fifty refugees, and re- 
ports that a heavy battle had taken place be- 
tween the Freneh and Mexicans, who were 
seven thousand strong, under Gen. Nargarett, 
on San Luie, in which the French thoroughly 
deteated. 

This intelligence, though of vast import- 
ance, is doubted by many intelligent Mexi- 
cans in our city for several reasons. 

Tbe Mexican Consul, we are told, hid no 
intelligence of this victory, and he usually re- 
ceives the earliest intelligence. 

These movements were known from various 
advices. Although General Naegarette was 
marching troops with the intention of giving 
the enemy battle, yet the distance to be ac- 
complished, three hundred miles, over a burn- 
ing country, in wbch there was no water, was 
too groat, in the opidion of those familiar 
with the country, for human energy.

An affray occurred yesterdav at the National

when Mr. Hannegan, a friend of Mr. Voor- 
hees, interfered, and was in turn assailed by 
Mr. Chandler. Mr. Hannegan struck Mr. 
Chandler with a pitcher, and dragging him to 
the floor by the hair, cuffed him until the af- 
fair was stopped by the interference of the 
bystanders. The fight originated in Mr. 
Chandler's denouncing Mr. Denis in Buch a 
manner that Mr. Voorhees construed the re- 
marks as personal to himself. 

The Commercial's special to day savs Sena- 
tor Chandler is in his seat, apparently unin- 
jured. 

Fortress Monros. May 26. 

The steamer George Washington from Ber- 
muda Landing, report that on Saturday at 2 
o'clock Fitz Hugh Lee, with 2 000 cavalry at- 
tacked our garrison at Wilson's Landing and 
came near overpowering our forces, though 
they fought valli-ntly with the aid cf one 
gun-b"at. At 4 o'clock reinforcement* ar- 
rived from Fort Powhattan. 

The HRht continued with great severity un 
til 7 o clock, when the enemy were repulsed 
in grea» disorder, leaving 200 or 300 wounded 
on the fieid. Our loss was 40 wounded. 

The steamers Geo. Washington, Mayflow- 
er and Swanee were fired into, wounding the 
Captain and mate of the Mayflower and a man 
named Bobbins. One rebel Major was killed 
and ten rebels captured. 

Philadelphia, May 26. 

The Bulletin has the following dispatch, 
dated Washington, 26 h : 

The steamer State of Maine asrived this 
morning with about 400 of our wounded from 
Port Royal where they were transferred to her 
from the Geo. Wems. which broueht them 
down from Fredericksburg yesterday. There 
were but 1,300 wounded remainirg at that 
point, and these, it was thought, could be re- 
moved last night. All the stores at that point 
were rapidly brought off, and it is probable 
that to-dav the place is completely emptied. 
At Port Royal a pontoon bridge was being 
thrown across yesterday afternoon. 

The State of Maine reports thrt no guerril- 
las or obstructions were encountered along 
the Rappahannock, our gunboats being very 
vigilant along the river.

The Chronicle, in an article, said to be sug-

"We appeal to the friends of the country, 
of whatever party in Congress, not to vote to 
tie the hands of the government— not to 
plunge us into a corflict with any foreign na- 
tion on even so grave a question as the French 
occupation of Mexico."
